WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt indicated to- 
day that estimates of national de- 
fense costs in next year’s budget 
will be increased substantially un- 
der an expanded armament pro- 
gram designed to meet new world 
conditions. 


He said that pending comple- 
tion of a major survey of defense 
needs arising from international 
developments, it would be neces- 
sary for him to delay discussion 
of the outlook for the fiscal 1940 
budget. 


Mr. Roosevelt's press 
ence remarks came amid improv- 
ing business conditions which 
many observers believed would 
enable him to forecast a definite 
turn in the upward path which 
the national debt has been fol- 
lowing for several years. 


Although. he offered no esti- 
mate of the probable cost of the 
; defense program, it is understood 
that the figure would reach at 
least $1,125,000,000.

Budapest Sends Missions to 
Duce and Hitler To Press 
Czechoslovakia. 


BUDAPEST, Oct. 14.—(P)—It|

Previously diplomatic circles 
said Hungai:y had postponed mo- 
bilization at the request of “great ' 
foreign powers,” especially Ger- 
many. 

After yesterday's failure to come | 
to terms with Czechoslovakia at | 
the Komarom conference, where | 
negotiation of the Hungarian. 
claims was broken off, the Hun- | 
garian government today sent 
delegations to Munich and Rome 
to impress upon the Fuehrer and 
Il Duce the necessity of their im-_ 
mediate intervention to prevent a 
serious conflict. 

High Hungarian state officials 
this afternoon seemed to have lost. 
their bitterness, which was felt 
Jast night throughout the nation. 
This was believed to be the result 
of encouraging news from Rome. 

According to some reports here, | 
Hitler and Mussolini offered Hun- | 
gary their personal mediation to 
end the minorities deadlock. 

German dispatches said Hitler 
was able to assure a Hungarian 
mission headed by Kolomon 
Daranyi that he had talked plainly 
to Czechoslovakia and that Hun- 
gary might rest content her legiti- 
mate demands would be met. 

It was believed, however, one 
major difference existed between 
Hitler and Mussolini regarding the 
Hungarian claims. This was said 
to be Hungary’s demand for a 
common border with Poland, 
which presumably would mean a 
cession of at least a strip of 
Ruthenia, Czechoslovakia'’s east- 
ernmost section.

Hungary fully on this, while Hitler 
has demanded a Slovak border 
zone of a depth of at least 20 
miles between Hungary and 
Poland. )

WPA has al- 
lotted $324,664 to the project. 
State and local appropriations will 
supplement this sum for the pur- 
chase of equipment, materials and 
supervisory personnel. 

Special Department. 

The State Board of Education 
recently created a visual educa- 
tion division in the department to 
administer the new program, and 
L. L. Perry, director of the divi- 
sion of information and publica- 
tions of the board, is in charge. 
He said that while the department 


has been furnishing schools with | 


some supplemental textbook ma- 
terial, it has never been able to 
supply visual aids which have an 
increasingly important place in 
modern education. Hundreds of 
Georgia scl.ools, especially in 
rural communities, are wholly 
without such materials. 

Perry pointed out that a large 
proportion of the exhibits will 
apply to Georgia and the south, 
and are not available through 
commercial channels. 

“They will illustrate the cotton, 
Sugar cane, peanut, tobacco, lum- 
ber and marble industries, and 
will portray historic Georgia spots.

a former United States army ser-|

as it opened its trial of two other 
men and a woman. charged with 
selling military secrets to a for- 
eign power. 

Two minutes after Federal 
Judge Knox mounted the bench to 
direct selection of a jury, Guenther 
Gustav Rumrich, 32, Chicago-born 
son of Austrian parents, announc- 
ed through his attorney, Paul WG.

At the same time the cutting of 
this railway would create an im- 
perative necessity for the Chinese 
Nationalists to obtain more sup- 
plies from French Indo-China and 
Burma (British) by way of Yun- 
nan province of southwestern 
China. Success of the Japancse 
operations against the Kowloon- 
Canton route would also tend to 
“isolate” British Hongkong from 
the interior of China, thus affect- 
ing trans-shipment trade, but there 
is a considerable amount of com- 
merce necessary for the mainte- 
nance of ordinary industries and 
commercial activities at the Brit- 
ish port. 

Philippines Affected. 

The Philippines (American)

FUR WAGE-HOUR AUT 


Apprentices, Learners and 
Handicapped Workers 
May Be Exempted. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(/)— 
The Wage-Hour Administration 
set up the machinery today to ex- 
empt apprentices, learners, handi- 
capped workers and messengers 


from provisions of the wage-hour | 


law which becomes effective Oc- 
tober 24. 

The act authorizes 
Andrews, administrator, to permit 
employment of these groups at 
less than the statutory minimum 
wage of 25 cents an hour 
proof that employment otherwise 
would be curtailed. 

In the case of apprentices and 
workers, Andrews 
said, he may issue special certifi- 
cates permitting 
without hearings but the hearings 
will be necessary in the other 
classifications. Andrews said he 
would supply forms for the appli- 
cations.

Not only are the common indices of better 
business reflecting heartening gains, but the 
little things that show the man in the street is 
jingling a few extra coins in his pocket are 
becoming more and more evident. 

Last week end, in Atlanta, some 100,000 
people jammed the streets, here for the fair, 
for Georgia Tech's 50-year celebration and for 
the Georgia Tech-Notre Dame game: for con- 
ventions and sales meetings. Hotels reported 
every room taken, some for the first time in 
years. Tickets to the football game were being 
hawked at premium prices by those with fore- 
sight enough to pick up an extra pair. Specu- 
lators have been eliminated by careful appor- 
tionment of the ducats by Tech authorities, but 
the individual enterprise of many paid divi- 
dends where last year and the years before 
these extra seats would have been sacrificed. 
At the fair, rides and similar “fun” devices 


. waxed rich as thousands jammed the exhibit 


halls and the midway. 

Baptist churches of Atlanta and the sur- 
rounding area reported this week that gifts 
from the 72 churches in the association have 
increased $34,926.84, to $632,306.93. The Pres- 
byterian synod of Georgia reported —similar 
gains at a meeting held the same day. Other 
church groups have announced advances in the 
last few months. | 

‘Retail sales throughout the country have 
been growing now for several months and the 
approach of cold weather is expected to send 
these sales to new high levels for the last sev- 
eral years. Wholesalers and manufacturers re- 
port heavier demands for goods by retailers. 

Possibly more significant than any of these 
is the marked advances in residential building 
reported for September by the F. W. Dodge 
Corporation. Contracts awarded for dwelling 
accommodations in the 37 states east of the 
Rocky Mountains topped those of the same 
month in 1937 by 52 per cent. The totals were 
$99,732,000 for 1938 and $66,590,000 in 1937. The 
daily average was higher than that of August, 
contra to a usual seasonal decline in Septem- 
ber. The Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
began construction in New York city of a vast 
investment housing project to cost $11,685,000. 
The first unit in the new federal housing pro- 
gram was also started, contracted for at $7,243,- 
000. Almost 2,000 more single-family dwellings 
were started during the month than were con- 
tracted for in September, 1937. The Dodge Cor- 
poration comments that: “With these indica- 
tions of continued small house building, increas- 
ed financing of large-scale private rental proj- 
ects, and a huge public housing program barely 
started, the prospect for residential buildings 
during the remainder of 1938 and, at the very 
least, through the first half of 1939, appears 
exceedingly good.” 

In the industrial field, the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board reported statistical 
studies of 25 manufacturing industries from 
July to August revealed increases of 38 per 
cent in the average work week and in average 
weekly earnings, coupled with a 0.7 per cent 
rise in employment. This has since been in- 
creased still further. It may be expected this 
climb will be continued and aecelerated into the 
next year at least. The automobile industry, 
although beset by labor complications, has been 


recalling. employes at a high rate as the new 


models are placed on the market and in pro- 
duction. 

These are all straws in the wind, but when 
placed in perspective provide a glance at the 
pattern that is being woven. Home ownership, 
as an example, is undertaken on a large scale 
only when confidence and stability is incul- 
cated in the builders. Prospects of peace for 
at least a year in Europe are heartening. Peace 
in the labor field in the United States, that has 
now been launched after a period of jockeying, 
is a distinct possibility. There are indications 
that the reports of the President's commission 
to study labor relations in England and Sweden 
have had effect on both industry and labor. 
The meeting of Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers Union, and Henry 


Ford, heretofore an unbending foe of the la- 


bor chieftain, was possibly an outgrowth of this 


and costly to the workman, the industrialist 
and the consumer. 
The farm and the railroad problems remain 


to De settled, among other things, but generally 


speaking one may look to the future with a 
new confidence. 


PALESTINE 


Rumors that the British government is con- 
templating renunciation of the Balfour dec- 
laration, which established Palestine as a Jew- 
ish national home, have aroused serious ap- 
prehension among all Jews and those who sym- 
pathize with their racial predicament caused 
by persecution in the European dictator coun- 
tries. If Jewish immigration to Palestine is 
halted, which has been reported as possible, one 
of the main places of refuge for those who 
must escape from Germany, Italy and other 
countries, will be closed. The situation facing 
the persecuted Jews would then be aggravated 
to impossible proportions. 

When Britain assumed the mandate over 
Palestine and, through the Balfour declaration, 
established that country as the home of op- 
pressed Jews from all the world, she assumed 
grave responsibilities. 

Depending upon that pledge, millions of dol- 
lars have ‘been invested in the upbuilding of 
Palestine. Both material and spintual accom- 
plishments in that country have been shared 
by the Arab population, under the British ad- 
ministration of the mandate. The Arabs’ po- 
litical, civil and religious rights have been fully 
protected and they have enjoyed many benefits 
consequent upon Jewish development and 
achievement. 

A violation by Britain of the sacred trust 
assumed, involving the lives and safety of tens 
of thousands of human beings, is unthinkable. 
From America and from every spot on the 
globe where people are imbued with the spirit 
of freedom and the ideals of fair play, appeals 
are being sent to the British government and 
to the democratic people of England and the 
British isles, to stay true to their promise to 
provide for and to protect the historic Jewish 
homeland in full accord with the spirit of the 
Balfour declaration and the Palestine mandate. 


THE “BUND” MINORITY 

The Steuben Society, long-established or- 
ganization of German-Americans, has bitterly 
condemned activities of the German-American 
Bund and has enlisted the services of its mem- 
bers in combating the growth of the vicious 
Nazi units in the United States. 

A natural antagonism toward the Nazi or- 
ganization in this country has, in some in- 
stances, resulted in a feeling that all German 
people who have become American citizens 
should be classed with the Bund elements. In 
Atlanta this has not been true. It would be 
difficult to conceive of the infectious jollity 
of the German Club members being in any way 
connected with the underhanded, swastika- 
waving fanatics blustering their way about in 
New York and New Jersey and in some cities 
of the middle west. Just as it is equally diffi- 
cult for a person who knows the German in his 
homeland to conceive of anything like a ma- 
jority approval of Hitler and his tactics. The 
Fuehrer and his cohorts must constitute a 
minority who have gained a stranglehold on 
those elements in Germany that stand for the 
ideals of humanity, if all Germans could know 
the trith. That Hitler has been forced to keep 
the Rev. Niemoeller in a concentration camp is 
an example of his fear. That Sudetenland 
refugees have swarmed into the remnants of 
Czechoslovakia reveals how few actually wished 
to become subjects of the Reich. The fate of 
those who could not flee in time may be well 
imagined. 

The Bund in this country will continue to be 
annoying, but it will dwindle in membership as 
the first flush of swastika-waving dies out. 
Nazism can only flourish in dramatic action 
and success. It builds on adversity, and as con- 
ditions in this country continue to improve, 


' Fritz Kuhn and his dizzy band will be hard- 


; pressed to support themselves in the style to 


which they have become accustomed. 

There is an indication of this in a report by 
James MacFarland, of the North American 
Newspaper Alliance, who recently investigated 
the north Jersey eamp of the Bund—Nordland. 
He found that a celebration planned as the 
high-mark of summer activities, which actually 
became a celebration of Hitler’s annexation of 
the Sudetenland, attracted only 4,000 adherents. 
Last year even the most casual festivity drew 
crowds of 8,000 and “big doings” brought 15,000 
to 20,000 persons to the Bund camp. 

The uneducated and the discontented ele- 
ments will probably continue as members in 
this alien organization. But they will not 
number among their companions those Ger- 
man-Americans who have lived among us as 
friends and good citizens for these many years.

deserves a footnote. The facts of this particular footnote are so 
savagely ironic that they do not need the perfect pen of Edward 
Gibbon. 

It is the story of two men whose work helped Hitler bluster his 
way to triumph. Ask yourself what were the essentials of his vic- 
tory, and you will find it had two necessary elements. First, there 
was the long economic conjuring trick by which the Nazi state 
rearmed. And, second, there was the great air force which intimi- 
dated the democratic powers into ignoble compliance. 

‘Who were the two men who performed the conjuring trick and 
built the airforce? Surely the answer has a curious sound, Surely 
Warburg and Milch are not Aryan surnames. Yet Warburg and 
Milch are the men. 


THE CONJURER In the conjuring trick, of course, the devious 

Dr. Hjalmar Horace Greeley Schacht was the 
directing force. He invented the fantastic new system of Nazi 
economy. Yet that system could never have survived without the 
extraordinary controls of foreign exchange by which the Nazi state 
gets goods from the outside world without bartering away all its 
inadequate resources. And it was old Max Warburg, the banker 
of Hamburg, who was Schacht’s chief adviser on foreign exchange 
until his expropriation a few months ago. 

It has been chronicled in this space how he was one of the first 
German delegation to the Versailles conference; how he prevented 
his fellow delegates from signing the obnoxious treaty; and how he 
was allowed to await the storm-troopers until last spring. But 
now that the peace of Munich has been signed, it worth remember- 
ing again that the advice of this Jew, whose worldly goods have 
been taken from him by Hitler’s government, helped to make the 
peace of Munich possible. 


THE TECHNICIAN As for the air force, the story of that has 


an intermingling of brutal nonsense which 
could only be found in Nazi Germany. It begins when Marshal 
Hermann Goering was commissioned by the Fuehrer himself to 
make the fatherland supreme in the air. Marshal Goering, with a 
correct estimate of his own powers, shrewdly applied to the Luft- 
hansa for its best expert in aviation problems, And the Lufthansa 
sent Goering to Technician Milch. 

Dr. Goebbels, always searching for a chink in his rival Goering’s 
armor, seized upon Milch. His obedient German press roared with 
indignation at the thought that one racially unworthy should be 
allowed to advise on the military aviation of the reich. 

So far the story is sure. Eventually, the Goebbels attack on 
Milch was ended, and it is said this was arranged when Milch’s 
mother assured the proper authorities that Milch was not his 
father’s son. Frau Milch was Aryan enough, so all was well, except 
that certain irreverent people laughed at the reich. Indeed, there 
was a fable current at the time that a young Nazi diplomat, on be- 
ing asked to explain the little incident, drew himself up, gave the 
party salute, and answered solemnly: 

“Any German mother would do the same thing for her son.” 


LINDBERGH’S TESTIMONY And if Max Warburg’s work was 


subordinate, Milch’s was abso- 
lutely vital. The events of the last few days have made it perfectly 
clear that the predominance of the German air force was the de- 
ciding factor in the Munich peace. The outburst of the irritated 
Soviet fliers has revealed Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh’s work in 
reporting on comparative air strength for his own country and for 
Great Britain. It can now be added that Lindbergh’s report was no 
mere matter of conversation at the Cliveden luncheon table. It is 
believed to have been made direct to the British general staff, and 
there is evidence to show that it was responsible for the rather 
recent general staff awakening to the real nature of the air sit- 
uation. 

Of course, there are people in this country who doubt Lind- 
bergh’s testimony and declare that, if the British and French had 
an atom of courage,’ they would have fought anyway. It is not 
pretty, this light condemning of other nations to the final horrors 
of destructive war. It is unpleasantly like the shouts of heartless 
small boys—‘“get in there, you’re scared to fight, you’re yellow’— 
to one of their number on whom the bully is picking. 

But this is no place for a plea for realism in American thinking 
on foreign affairs. A footnote had better close instead with the 
suggestion to Herr Hitler that he ornament the Unter Den Linden 
with two heroic statues, one bearing the simple legend, ‘‘Milch,” 
and the other the name, “Warburg.”

AS TO STRACHEY Not more than a year or so ago, I was 
at one of those gatherings which had 


been rather vague in invitation but, when met, consisted of a num- 
ber of people summoned to discuss what the hostess had determined 
were serious things. 

The hostess had decided in advance that Mr. John Strachey’s 
book, “The Coming Struggle for Power,” was one of the important 
things.

Professor Edward Mellanby pre- 
cents in his book “Nutrition and 
Disease” (Oliver & Boyd, London, 
1934) the most impressive argu- 
ment I have read or heard for the 
theory that shortage of vitamin 
A is a cause of disease of the ner- 
vous system. He says: 

“In the last 28 months I have 
treated 13 cases (of disseminated 
or multiple sclerosis) with a diet 
which I have described as a high 
vitamin A diet—it Includes one to 
two pints of milk daily, two cggs, 
mammalian liver, green vegetables 
and carrots, and cod liver oil two 
teaspoonfuls twice daily. After 
discharge from the hospital, the 
patients were told to continue on 
the same diet, but in some in- 
stances this was impossible for 
monetary reasons, although most 
of them made the attempt to carry 
out. the instructions in some 
form.” 

Mellanby remarks that 
points impressed themselves on his 
rind, first the great improvement 
that takes place in the early cases, 
however severe, an improvement 
from which there had been no re- 
lapse; and second, the stationary 
condition of the more chronic 
(long standing) cases—these pa- 
tients got no better but no worse 

Mellanby's high vitamin A diet 
is a high vitamin D diet, too. I’m 
just a plodding practitioner 
of the old school and what | don't 
know about chemistry filis huge 
tomes, but so far I have come 
across no convincing clinical evi- 
dence that vitamin A is worth a 
hoot for anything.

CATHOLICS BRAND

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—(/)— 
The Committee for Catholic Ref- 
ugees from Germany declared to- 
day that persecution of Catholics 
in Austria since the anschluss had 
been more ruthless than it was 
in Germany in the early months 
of the Nazi regime. 

The committee, reporting to the 
meeting of the hierarchy of the 
church in the United States, which 
closed a three-day meeting here 
today, disclosed that it had han- 
dled 1,276 refugee cases between 
January, 1937, and October, 1938. 
Some of the refugees, it said, were 
settled in this country, some in 
South America or Europe.
